Hi  John  -  no  we  will  not  need  more  time.  It's  essentially  done.  I  will  submit  it  to  the  Clerk 
probably  as  early  as  this  evening.  Not  sure  why  they  call  it  a  "database"  since  the  only 
info  being  sent  to  them  is  a  list  of  parcels  by  their  APNs  and  the  proposed  assessment 
for  each  for  this  next  property  tax  year  (2018-19).  This  document  does  NOT  contain  any 
other  owner  or  parcel  related  data.  The  full  renewal  dbase  update  that  I  am  still  working 
on  is  NOT  due  to  the  Clerk  technically  until  August  1st.  I  should  however,  have  it  finished 
and  submitted  to  them  within  10  days  or  so. 

Regarding  what  is  due  on  this  Friday,  I'm  creating  two  versions  of  the  Assessment  Roll  - 
one  with  the  4  altered  parcels  (size,  frontage,  APN  number  and  re-calculated 
assessment)  that  I  mentioned  in  an  email  to  you  on  Monday  and  another  version  with 
them  remaining  the  same  as  they  were  prior  to  the  new  Tract  Map  being  filed  by  the 
owner.  The  reason  for  two  versions  is  because  these  changes  are  occurring  on  the  cusp 
of  the  property  tax  year  and  may  not  be  considered  FINAL  at  the  County  Assessor's 
office  yet  and  the  newly  assigned  APNs  may  not  be  honored  when  transmitted  to  them 
by  the  City.  I'm  preparing  the  two  versions  of  the  2018-19  BID  Assessment  Roll  and  will 
let  the  City  Clerk's  office  decide  which  one  they  wish  to  transmit  to  the  County  due  to 
this  end  of  the  year  situation.  This  is  not  uncommon  actually  -  so  no  real  worries  at  our 
end, 

Since  you  are  not  increasing  the  assessments  and  rates  for  this  next  year,  there  is  no 
special  Board  action  verification  needed  by  the  Clerk's  office  so  I  can  deal  with  them 
directly  on  the  4  parcel  matter.  I'll  copy  you  on  everything.
